Eight years ago, on April 17, 1964, 
four Black youth were arrested for 
intervening in behalf of a group of 
young Black grade school children 
who were under attack by ar mei New 
York (Hariem) policemen. Even 
though as a resuli of this act, they 
were arrested that day and charged 
with assault on police officers, a 
few weeks later, they were again ar¬ 
rested* This second rime, the charge 
was murder, murder of a white store 
owner, a Mrs, Margam Sugar, who 
had been killed shortly after the A~ 
pril 17, 1964 incident 

On March 31, 1972, those sa me four 
Black men were released from the 
New Vork City Jaü, the "Tomte", 
on bail, In all of those eight years, 
Brothers Wallace Baker, WiSliam 
Craïg, Ronald Feïder and WaJier 
Thomas have never set foot on the 
Street; have endured three trials, all 

ending in hung juries; and worse, 
have suffered ei£ht years of barbar- 
ous torture and brutality at the hands 


prived of eight years of their lives 
on a mere aceusacion, 

After subjecting the Brothers tohis 
own 'Tegal" barassment and intimi- 
dation as weü as that of the 
prosecuting attomeys and cour troont 
pigs, New York Judge Martinis, trial 
judge for all those eight years, on 
W'idnesday, March 29, 1972, reduced 
rhelr ridiculous appeal bond of 
$75,000. to $5,000. each, 

This mudden decision toreducebaö 
for the Hariem Four certainly didn’t 
stem from a sudden sense of justice 
cm the part of the State* It resuleed 
from an effort by Martinis to avold 
exposing hls conversation regarding 
the Hariem Four with a probationof- 
ficer connected with the case. Ac- 
cording co their ownlaws, judges may 
not speak of cases oucslde of a court 
of law. 


from four, young Black men, when one 
consïders that the prosecution’scase 
has been built all fllong upon the 
single verbal testimony of a man 
named Ollie Roe* Rae's weighty con- 
tribucion amounted co hts willingness 
co teecify that he could pcsitively 
idencïiy and place each of the Hariem 
Four at the scene of the murder of 
Margarer Sugar, when it took place, 
However, Ollie Roe r s one-timepro- 
bation officer revealed in that con¬ 
versation with Martinis that Roe had, 
in fact, never identified the Hariem 
Four, Brothers Wallace, WUliatn, 
Ronald and Walter, as the persons he 
saw leaving the murder scene* The 
probation officer used probatien re- 
ports of his conversations with Roe 
to confirm this, 

On March 22nd, Martinis had re- 
fused to hear defense arguments to 
present new facts and evïdence 
into the case. This decision was based 
on Martinis’ reaiization that he 
would be forced to testify about his 
own, Lllegal conversation with the 
probation officer and thereby be re- 
moved from the case. Martinis cer¬ 
tainly didnft want to be removed, for 
he had only stayed with the case so 
long because he was trying to return 
a favor to the New York District At- 
tomey’s office, for itsrefusaltopro- 
secute his (Martinis*) very son, who 
had been Jnvoïved in a drunken driving 
accident reaulting in the deat/ia of ? 
other people. One week later. Mar- 
tinis presented his M ]usc ,# proposal 
to redüce bail. 

The release of the Hariem Four 
after eight long and horior-filled 
years of pre-tri al confinemeitf, on 

the mere accusation of a crime, is 
only indicative of the depths to which 
fascists will plungc to break those, 
especially the Black youth, who dare 
to make one deöant move In behalf 
of the People. These four Black m^n , 
have lost their youths in prison* 
However, they have retained their 
love for their people and the same 
courage to defend the People that 
hurled them into the hands of die State, 
targets of America*s brand of fas- 
cism.

The pigs lefc. The Brothers wem 
along, to go to another store to get 
the potato chips. Curtis, Michael and 
Larry waited outside of the newstore, 
while William and Calvin went Inside, 
Thts seemed the best thing to do, 
under the circumstances. While the 
three Brothers were standing outside, 
they observed a white man walktng 
up the Street. The white man the 
Brothers were watching happened to 
be a member of the Detroit Police 
Department, He was a member of the 
STRESS Unit, His name was Harry 
Bodger. 

When William and Calvin came out 
of the store, the five Brothers started 
walking down the Street again. They 
were walking in the same direction 
as pig Harry Bodger, who seemed 
to be stalling aroiind. Once they 
reached Bodger, Brother William 
Poole asked Bodger ïf he knew how 
to get to a particular Street on the 
westside of Detroit, Bodger said he 
didn't know. As pig Bodger walked 
further down co a darkened area of 
the Street, he turned and cal led to 
the five unsuspectin? Brothers. "Come 
here! I can give you the address

Depucy Sheriff Hcnry S. Henderson; 

At abcut 8:45 pm, on Tuesday, 
March 14, L972, five Black youchs 
were attempting to patronize a white 
owneü business located in Detroit 1 s 
Black comraunity, The Brothers were 
Curtis McConnell (15), Larry Bid- 
dings (17), wniiamPooie( 19), Michael 
Jones (17), and Calvin Bush (16), 
al] good friends. Du ring the time the

Brothers were in the store, checking 
out the displayed foods, they were 
approacbed by the white owner and 
asked what they intended co purchase. 
Even though the five Brothers statecï 
that they did want to get some potato 
chips, the racist white owner still 
instrucced his wife to call the police, 
Indicatlng he feit they had come ro 


rob flim. Because of this, the Bro¬ 
thers decided it would be best to 
leave that store, and thereby avoid 
unnecessary trouble. As soon as they 
had gorten a half block away from 
the store, two plainclothes memberg 
of Detroit's police department drove 
up beside the Brothers, saying that 


now." Unce the Brothers approached 
Bodger to get Street directions, he 
began acting strangely. He started 
mumbling that he was "scared**; and 
not to botber him because he didn't

Since 1964, the people of Mozam¬ 
bique (an Afrlcan country that lies on 
the eastem shore in the Southern 
porcion of the Continent}, under the 
leadership of the Frontdor the Libera¬ 
tion of Mozambique {F REU MO), have 
heen ectively engaged in guerrilla 
warfare against thefunctionaries of the 
reactlonary, colonialist Portuguese 
governnnanL In that time, from 1964 
ro the present, the Mozambican people 
have Liberated three provinces, estab- 
lished over 200 primary schools, hos- 
pitals and ether programs co serve 
the people.

ing his visit, he spoke with members 
of several of the legitimate liberation 
groups in Africa on behalf of MXLU, 
the Student Organizatlon for Black 
Unity (SOBU) and as a member of 
the international committee of the 
Interreligieus Foundation forCommu- 
nity Development (IFCO), which was 
interested in supporting the libera- 
tion scruggles. 

For the past three years, two bro- 
thers from the United States - Rob 
Fletcher and Bob Van Lierop - had 
been planning an extended trip into 
liberated Mozambique to do a film 
and total audio-visual documentation 
of the FRELTMO struggle, in conjunc- 
cion with Boubaker Adjali, a well- 
known Algexian photo-journalist, 
Shorcly before the trip was to begin, 
Adjali became stek and FRELÏMG 

officials extended to Sadaukai the 
opportunïty to go into liberated 
Mozambique in Adjali's place. 


This ideological stance is never 
defined in lems of socialism orcom- 
munism or Pan-Africanism ar any- 
thing like thaU One never hears them 
tatk of Marxi$m~Leninism per se, 
They are fighting against Poriuguesz 
colontalism and fascism, they make 
that qidte clear ; They also poïnt o ut 
that they are fighting an in temporaal 

They know abovdNATO(NoYth Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty Organization) first hand , 
because of the non-Portuguese-made 
bombs and weapons used against th&m. 
They haar SvuXh Africa* s propaganda 
heing brooticasf to them daily t so they 
know that apartheid is also on the 
side against them , And they know the 
life that they have lived under Portu- 
guese nde and are determined to put 
an end to that. 

Their ideological emphases develop 
a lot out of the particular zones in 
which they are active. The nuyority 
of our people m Africa do not live 
in the cities. They are mralpeasants , 
And it is among these people that 
most of the Freedom Figkters have 
built their strength. FRELIMO is no 
different. 

Where they are fighting now, the re 
are few, if any, cities, Tkus they do 
not face bourgeois grovps oj Btach 
people working against tkem, When 
they move into the cities, then perhaps

case with FRELIMO. Ideologically, 
they see ihemselves at the vanguard 
of a strnggle against international 
imperialism. Their fight is therefore 
not onty against racism t which is an 
integral part of that imperialism , hut 
also against feudalism, which is an 
important aspect of traditional Afriem 
society. They are trying , according 
to their spokesmen $ to bidld a society

March 27tk, 1972, broughtabout the 
acquittal of the remaihrng two Sale~ 
dad Brothers, Fleeta Prumgo and 
John Clutckette. The 13-week trial 
ended with the Brothers found not 
guilty of the false charges of aggra- 
vated assault and murder m January 
I6 t 1969, of Soledad gmrd John F. 

Mills. The oll-white jury reached the 
verdict after over 29 hours ofdeli- 
beration* This sliatl be passed ojfas 
justice. 

Judge S m Lee Vavuris (who has, 
beyond doubt, proven himself as a ra¬ 
cist) tried to convince the jury to con^ 
vict the Brothers on a losser charge 
of simple assault. Even this oll-white 
jury could not accept kis Jast chmce 
effoTrts, in view of the flimsy case 
the State presented. 

Dae to the very obvious lach of 
red evidence, the verdict repre- 
senled a token gesture of justice. 

Vavuris latched on to this token, in 
an effort to clear his racist record t 
for after hearing the verdict he made 
the statement, **lf anybody can come 
up with a beller systèm, Td Uke to 
see it.'* The chains and shacktes and 
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buUet-proof couriroom an far from 
indicators of a just svstem, and miï- 
lions of people have **come up with a 
better sysÈetn*'. Mor* ‘Jun mything, 
however, there was the loss of years 
to tivo msn. 

However, the verdict in the case of 
the Soledad Brothers came toolateto 
make any difference to aar beloved 
Comrade George Jackson t t vhose 
name was even cursed in the court- 
room aflet the State had m ttdered 
kim. What can a not-guilty verdict 
meun to W. L. Nolen, Cleveland Ed - 
wards and Atvin Maller, the Black 
Brothers murdered on Soledad*s yard 
on January 13, 1969, whose deaths 
were used as the excuse to gei three 
more * What of Comraies Jonathan 
Jackson, James McClam and William 
Christmas, who were slain on August 
?th (1970) for allegedly trying io help 
the Soledad Brothers escape. Brother 
Ruchell Magee*s life was nearly taken 
that day, and stilt he faces life im~ 
prisonmeni; and Sister Angela Davis 
stands trial, faces life imprisonment 
and has forfeited une year of her life 
to the State on connected false 
etui 'ges. With all of this, Rrother

On March 29th, 30th and 31stnearly 
16,000 people, mostly Black people, 
gathered in the Northern Califomia 
Bay Area to unite for survival at 
the Black Community Survival Con¬ 
ference, People had come to hear 
Bobby Seale, Chairtnan of the Black 
Panther Party ; to enjoy the Persm- 
sions' singïng; and listen to the com- 
ments of Sister Johnnie Tillman of the 
National Welfare Rights Örganization, 
State Assemblyman Lloyd Barbee of 
Wisconsin, Father Earl Neil and Rev. 
Frank Pinkerd, More than that, how- 
ever, 16,000 came to register in unity 
to vote t to receive a free sickle eelt 
anemia test and piek up free, futl 
bags of groceries, mik a chicken in 
every bag, 

The thousands that filled the Oak- 
land Auditorium on the opening evening 
of the Conference, on March 29tk, 
heard Uttle of the usual speech-making 
and rhetoric ihat kas plagued confer¬ 
ences, especially political ones t in 
the past, Afler a few short words 
from the speakers, Chairman Bobby 
Seale luid out the program; we had 
been talking about tmity for years, 
and we've been talking about organi- 
zing for liberation for years. However, 
Chairman Bobby Seale pointed out , 

at this time we're coming together 
to implement a program for our sur¬ 
vival, We’re doing, ratherthan talking. 
The program is neither revohdionary, 
nor reformist, but more a means to 
an end. As one Brother put it afler 
he received hts grocerïes, “ This will 
sure tide me over t '

Uniting to vote for survival, to work 
for survival, to organize for survival 
was the thema, i$ the theme, Not 
only did the sixteen thousand come, 
but 13,282 were tested for Sickle 
Celt Anemia and 11,120 registered 
to vote. Yes, sixteen-thousand people. 
Black and other oppressed people, 
came together on March 29th, 30th 
and 31$t , at tke üakland Auditorium, 
at Greenmm Field in Oaktand and 
San Pablo Park in Berkeley in the 
largest mass gathering of Black peo- 
pte since the time of Martin Luther 
King t to say vte*re going to survive , 
we're going to live like hunton Öeirtgs, 
and this will tide ws over untii com¬ 
plete liberation, 

Brother Lloyd Barbee spoke at 
Greenman Field and San Pablo Park, 
As a State Assemblyman pvisconsin} t 
an elected representatie of the peo¬ 
ple, he carried the the me of the 
Conference in his words, which spoke 
of his righteous deeds . As an elected

Qur organization 
is not reattyanall-Black organization, 
hut I canassure you that Uis controlled 
by Black people, Our organization is 
trying to do some of the sarrte things 
that otker organizations are doing, 
such as the Black Panther Party; 
and Fm sa glad to see that the Black 
Panther Party has laken this kind of 
step, becaiLse ü* *s been in the minds 
of people for thé last few years that 
they are alt about sometking else. 
And I think that the Party has proven 
to us lliat they are alt about Black 
people and they are not r in particular t 
about our trying to cto away with 
anybody, but to only fight for survival. 

"I think ü's a shame that we in 
America have to fight so hard fot 


survival, because we are American 
citizens _ / dm* t imderstand why Black 
people are the last to get hired and 
the first to be fired ; that we have to 
go to second-class schools; that we 
have to heg to survive in this rich 
country, when olher folks have all 
the htxury of life, and teil us that we 
cati’t even have it. I don* t tmder stand 
it at alt; and / think we are on the 
right rood now to do something about 
it. 

4, As I said, I am not o great 
speaker, Fm cm organizer, And Fm 
all about people being togetker, and 
especially Black people and Pm glad 
to see young folks out here and that 
young people are understanding at an 
early age that they are Black and not 
like we were wko just found out or 
discovered we were Black a few 
years ago. I think we are doing the 
right thing now, in motivating and 
educatïng our children that they are 

Black people, and Black people are 
some of the greatest people in the 

world m 

**The fact that we have had the 
hardest time for over 400 years;

"Somt? of you who have begon to 
write off the cfturch , don*t do that 
yet. Just stick to it and see what 
ckurch is really supposed to be about... 
Jesus said what he was about was to 
visit the sick, to feed the hungry t to 
give drink to the thirsty, to visit 
those who are in prison* Fhafs what 
the Black Panther Party is aU about 
tonight . What the Party is about is 

the same thïng that Jesus was about. 
The only difference between Je sus 

and the Black Panther Party is that 
Jesus fed 5,000 and the Black Panther 
Party is feeding 10,000, Now these 
efforts of the Party would nol have 
been possible if it weren* t for the 
efforts and the willingness of people 
throughout the communiiy, whether 
they belong to the Party or not. 

*' One thing 1 think that we have to 
keep in miné t whether we* re 18 years 
o ld, or whether we* re 80 or $8 years 
oid, or anywhere in between that, is 
that in the tast few years what the 
press, wlial Nixon, what Reagan, what 
Alioto (San Francisco Mayor), what 
Reading (Mayor of Oakland), what 
Knowland (Publisher of Oakland Tri¬ 
bune) t what they have tried to do is 
to say that you cannot agree with 
the Black Panther Party, because of 
just this sort of thing * The point 
is that you know it. LePs not gei 
hung up on our disagreemenls ; bui 
tePs see wkere we can agree and 
where we can relate . 

The Party has a 10-point program 
and you may not be able to relate 

to ait of the points of the program* 
Ruiker than getting hung up on our 
disagreemenis and start fighting and 
arguing like that, let*s look at the 
program and see what points of agree- 
ment we can rtiach and what we can 


work on. Tonight is an example that 
there’re at least 3 or 3 points of the 
program that w can relate to: regis- 
tering to vote, getting some Health 
care and getting some food. Those 
are all points of the Black Panther 
Party program. 

11 You know what the Master used 
to do on the plantation , back in the 
days when we had legalized stavery, 
the ioc 0 he kept conlrol of the slaves 
was to keep them fighting among 
themselves. The Man tries to do 
the same thing today, although sla¬ 
ver y may not be legalized - we are 
stilt all enslaved, and don*t ever 
forget that. One tvay he keeps us 
under conlrol is to keep us fighting 
and argwng among aurselves. But, 
it*s time to end all that. Because 
when we are up here fighting and

of those crackers are the purchasers*

ar d;

“I appear bef ore you tonight as 
a Black Churchman t but as a Black 
Churchman whu*$ not ashamed of the 
Black Church , because ƒ fcnoui that 
every worthwhile contribution thoi was 
ever brought our people out of situa - 
tions of oppression came out of the 
Black Church, until we got that white 
Jesus bag run on us 4 Don't let any¬ 
body fooi you, Jesus is nobody with 
blond hair and blue eyes. Jesus is 
a literator t a feeling of power and 
freedom for people,,. 

M Black Power didn't start in Miss - 
issippi with Stokely (all credit due to 
the Brother); bat Black Power starled 
back there with Denmark Vesey and 
Nat Turner , Black Power starled back 
there with those brothers and sisters 


who accepted Chris tianity as a means 
to an end, end then discovered that 
within Christianity there was a means 
to freedom through a literator who 
would not be tied down to any race, 
creed or color because he said all 
men should be free„. 

"Ever since I was a little boy in 
the church, [ couldn't stand for the 
preachers to preach to me about 
walkin golden streets up yonder and 
I had to walk these muddy diirty streets 
down here, Now iPs time for us to 
come together as a people andtomake 
these streets down here as much of 
a heaven as the streets that are any 
place else. Now there are hw u«ay$ 
you can do that, Brothers and Sisters, 
The first way you can do that is being 
together the way you are tonight,

suddenly pulled out a *44 magnum 
revolver and began firtng. 

The first ahot tore open the chest 
of Curtis McConnell, causing him co 
fall immediarely ro the ground. William 
Poole was hit in the shoulder. Brother 
Calvin Bush received the next shot, 
in Iiis hand (whtch he may lose com- 
pletely, or, at the least, lose control 

of it for the rest of hls llfe), but 
managed to escape from the deranged 
Bodger, The next two shots barely 
missed Larry B'ddlngs and Michael 
Jones, who were desperately trying 
to conceal themselves behind parked 
cars, Wirhin seconds the back-up 
STRESS pigs were on the scene, They 
naturelly jumped into action, brutaily 
beating the Brothers with their guns. 

After himself being attacked, Bro- 
ther Larry asked the pigs about Curtis; 
"ShouldïPt you cali an ambulance for 
him?" The pig blankly turned and told 
Larry that Brother Curtis was dead. 
lust as matter-of-factly, he was told 
that if he did not keep quiet, he would 
Join Curtis. For the following fifteen 
mlnutes, Larry and Michael aat in 
a police squad car watching thetr 
friend, Curtis, not yet dead (as the 
pigs had said), but cenainly dying. 

Brother William Foole, who had 
originaLIy escaped the trigger-hsppy 
Harry Bodger, with only a shoulder 


wound, was evencuaJIy caught, and 
taken to Detroit General Hospita!* 
Shortly after Wüliam had reached die 
hospïtal, the police brought in Curtis 
McConnell. He died a few minutea 
later* Calvin Bush, who had initially 
eluded the pigs, was arrested in the 
hospitai, while attempting togettreat- 
ment for his hand, 

Brothers Michael Jones and Larry 
Biddings were taken to jail, whüe 
Calvin and William remained in the 
hospitai under police custody, While 
imprisoned, Larry and Michael were 
forced, hy hearings and torture, into 
signing a prepared statement which 
said that all five Brothers had 
attempted to rob at knifepoinr STRESS 
Unit pig Harry Bodger of five dollars, 

On March 26th ( the Brothers' case 
was brought to courr in a preliminary 
hearing, With the exception of Calvin 
Bush (who was excluded from the 
hearing, because he is a juvertlle), 
the Brothers* bond was set at 1,000 
dollars each* Managing to pay their 
bails f they were released from cus- 
tody. 

At the arraignment, the court-ap- 
pointed attorneys of Brothers Larry, 
William and Michael showed their 
role Jn this racist and fascist con- 
spiraey by actually trying to waive 
the three Brothers* right to challenge 
the lies of the STRESS Unit ptgs, 
Because of this, the families of the 


Brothers had to do everything ro 
insisc that the public defenders do 
their jobs, Therefore, it was because 
the three Brothers* parents were 
determined not to see their sons 
railroaded to prison, and because 
they continued their objections to 
racist Judge Samual Olsens' flagrant 
abuse of the defendants* rights, that 
the parents were threatened with being 
thrown out of the courtroom. Bodger's 
lies came out, even in the courtroom 
whitewash: he was only able co identify 
the Brothers when they were placed 
in a partLcular seating order by the 
prosecutlon; also, Bodger claimed to 
have given one of the Brothers a 
marked five dollar bill, while later 
testlfying that he did not see the 
bill until a clerk at the pig station 
marked it, 

Lu the meantime, the Black commu- 
nlty had heen dernonstrating ics outrage 
over the entire incident* ïn face, it 
was community pressure that caused 
Ülsen, the judge, to try to separate 
their cases in a weak attempt to 
take the attention of the Black com¬ 
munity away from the psychotic 
STRESS Unit. 

in addition to everything else, the 
Detroit Police Department, and its 
cover -up agency, the Detroit General 
HospitaL never feit the need to notify 
the McConnell famtly of their son's 
murder. They had been lied to and 
deceived for three hours before they 
were informed to go to the General 
Hospita! and identify "a hurt Black 
youth” who fitted the description of 
their son, Curtis. The pigs never 

bothered to teil the McConnell family 
that Curtis had been dead for two 
and one half hours. 

In an attempt to further dupe the 
Black community, Detroit Mayor 
Roman Gribbs and his Police Com- 
mlssioner John Nichols held a news 
conference where they stated they 
had revamped the STRESS Unit by 
inltiating psychological testing for all 
officers who volunteered for STRESS 
düty f Gribbs and Ntchols added that 
they would cut down on STRESS units 
and impiement more 'Tow flying heli^ 
copters" for the "protection" of the 
Black community instead. 


The Detroit Black community is 
not blind* The McConnell family and 
the other oppressed Black families 
of Detroit denounce the STRESS Unit 
and all similar units across this 
racist country. Brother Curtis 
McConnell joins an ever inereasing 
list of Black people killed by STRESS 
pigs. The Black people of Detroit 
know that we must organize ro stop 
STRESS before STRESS stope us.

Those people who romantically 
cherish traditional African culture - 
most of which they have read in 
tibrary books t orilten by white re¬ 
search ets - need in come to the 
interior of Africa and see how they 
are sadly mistaken . What is $o great, 
for example , about the traditional 
practice of not even allowing wornen 
to speak m public? 

The world is moving ahead at a 
hectic technological pace, yet among 
our people here, before one can even 
build a schoot, you musf spend time 
explaining to the people what a school 
is. Then, afler it is built, encourage 
them to send tkeir children to it * 


Many have frowned upon admitting 
these realities among our people, 
probably because we did not want 
to accept them. Nevertkeless, they 
must be faced up to because they 
are true , The re al work FRELIMO 
is doing is nof just the figkting, 
but the nation building that goes on 
once the Portuguese are thrown. out* 

Portuguese *rule did little toeducate 
our people here in the interior. With 
FRELIMO, things are different . The 
people are being given a future and 
a chance to participate in that fidure 
and that is much a reason as any 
as to why they receive and support 
the guerrillas so warmlyand Jpyofry.., 


TUE PROBLEMS OF 
NATION BUILDING 

One of the real challenges of the 
African reuoiuiion z'nuoiues our trytng 
to provide for our people - wherever 
we may be - a new kind of life 
style, one with a marked improvement 
in tkeir material and moral conditions. 
For those people fighting in Southern 
Africa, such as the people of Mozam¬ 
bique, who are struggling under the 
leadership of FRELIMO, this is as 
much important as is the war of 

I i be rail on i tself 

Once the Portuguese have been 
Qustp.fi, such as in the liberated areas 
of Niassa province where we visite d, 
the Portuguese System and the type 
of African it produced and maintained 
must also be expelled. This process 
is pari of what is sometimes called 
not ion-building. 

There are many obstacles to be 
faced in the process of nat ion-build¬ 
ing inside liberated Mozambique; yet 
two seem to remain in one f s mind 
most vividly. One is the legacy of 
the cotonial experimce and the second 
is the problem of African tradition¬ 
alisme The two are not totally divorced 
frnm one anotker. 

Some of the guerrilla leaders, such 
as Amitcar Cabral of the African 
Party for the Independence of Guinea 
and Cape Verde (PAIGQ, have said 


that with the coming of the Por¬ 
tuguese it made us leave kistory - 
our history . African development was 
interrupted and in its place grew a 
kistory of cotonial antagonisms and 
a subsequent subordimlion of Afri¬ 
can material development to the dic- 
tates of colanial oppression, This 
arcoiysis is very accurate. 

In tkeir six centuries of illegïU- 
mate exïstence on the African con¬ 
tinent f the Portuguese have dme 
nothing to improve the living condi^ 
tions of the Africans, especially those 
of our people in the interior t where 
FRELIMO is based. Among these 
people, who are representative of 
the average African, the coloniol 
experience kas been most damagmg, 

For the Portuguese, the bettermeni 
of the African population toas never 
of atty moral, politieel or economie 
value* It still isn f t. As a matter 
of fact, the perpetuation of adverse 
conditions has worked to the Por- 
luguese advantage* Thus, while the 
world moved ahead, the Portuguese 
made sure that their cotonial sub- 
jects - our brothers and sisters - 
stayed oui of step , 

They used traditional structures to 
their advantage , imdercidtmg cfde/s* 
loyalties to their people, using them 
for purposes of indirect rtde and 
continued subjugaUon. Nolhing uüs 
ever satd *o or done for the Africans 
in ferms of educaiion, healtk care, 
setentifie knowledge and practical 
skills, except where it was to the 
advantage of the Portuguese. 

Moreover , by making sure that our 
people were kept seclvded and cut 
o ff, they made sure there uwwid be 
little interest in such thiTigs. Rather, 
the idea was pushed ikat over 500 
years, nothing had changèd, would 
change or was suppoSed to change* 

True enough, our people have sur- 
vived; but uniike powerfitl advocates 
of traditional culture would like to 
believe, there has been nothing uil 
too rqsy about that existence. And 
that is the second thing to be dealt 
with, traditional culture* 

A second tnqjor problem to be 
encQuntered in nation building in 
Mozambique is nol just the effect of 
Portuguese colonization, but also in 
trying to get people to reconsider 
traditional ways of doing things in 
lieu of more scientifïc and modem 
practices. 

This kind of thinking may offend 
some who wili say that this is trying 
to impose alien ideas on our people. 
Yet, perfiaps a more exacting descrip- 
tion of the siiuation, casting astde

White in Mozambique, Ihadachance 
to spend most of the time with people 
who stilt live at a real subsislence 
level - making it from month to 
month - living off the tand, the type 
of Life style which, for the most 
part, the average African ïeads. These 
people still practiced many aspect $ 
of traditional culture. 

It made me think at once of a 
graat deal of brothers and sisters 
in this country who avidly advocate 
that it is by going back to these 

mlms that we cm best deat wüh 
the white man. This is both unfortu- 
nate and counter-revolutionary, with¬ 
out close examination of the strengths 
and utéafcrcesses of those valwes. 


One of the most outstanding prob¬ 
lems, for example t mentioned fre- 
quently in this series, is the question 
of the oppres sim of women. Tmdi- 
tionally, the men in some of the 
villages we visited were looked 
as vxirriors and kunters. That fitnc- 
tion having somewhat been replaced, 
many of those men, it seemed noiu 
had nothing to do. 

Those who were not part of FRE- 
LIMO’s military for ces, often just 
sat in the uitloges allovnng the women 
to do a lot of work, like ivorkmg in 
the fïelds, drawing water, cooking 
and gathering wood, One was struck 
immediately by the waste of men power 
as one grcrup did nothing, whüe the 
otker worked very hard* 

lt seems as though at a time when 
alt of Africa has to hamess every 
ounce of mmipower for the Jreedom 
struggte, this kind of existence ïs 

somewhat out of place and non-fimc - 
tionaL 

Women are, in a traditional sense, 
never allowed into conversations, dis¬ 
cus s ion s, meetings and roles of major 
signifïcance* In some instances, tkey 


are not allowed to speak publicly. 
In FRELIMO , obviously , this has been 
abandoned in lieu of total equality of 
men and women. 

And in the instances where the 
young FRELIMO womm come w uit¬ 
loges and often, in political positions, 
address the people, otker women are 
looking on seeing wkat these sisters 
are doing, hozu welt they handle a job 
and noting tkeir ualue to the libera- 
tion effort. Why then should such 
valuable potenlial go to waste? 

FRELIMO, in its liberated areas, 
kas several priorities, and in the 
establishment of iwo of these - hos- 
pitals and schools - the problems 
of traditionalism, as well as the 
colonial legacy, musi also be dealt 
with. 

FRELIMO, coming off the colonial 
experience, is trying to develop a 
high degree of literacy among the 
people* They try to develop as many 
possible schools for the yotmger chil- 
dren, Some of tkeir efforts are 
hampered by the objective condiUons 
of war. At times wfcn they cm, 
regular structures are set up as 
schoot buildings. At otker times, ftoui- 
ever, a blackbaard m a tree in the 
bush will have to do, for there is no 
telling when the Portuguese will strike 
next* 

*■ FRELIMO school teachers must be 
organizers of sorts, for on# of their 
first tasks is to conumce the parents 


that chïldren in the villages should 
go to school. Most of these people 
cannut themselves read or write. 
They have nol been exposed to ideas 
tkrough books, bid only from the 
stories they have heard. 

Classes for children of many ages 
are on the same level, since there 
is often very tittle difference in the 
reading skills of those five years- 
old and those twice their age. Need- 
less to say, schools for Africans 
have always exercised low priority 
tn Portuguese developmeni plans „ 

The classes are taugkt in Por¬ 
tuguese, which FRELIMO has adopted 
as a fimctional language, Rere again, 
traditionalists will complain; yet it 
seetns as though this is a very prac- 
ticatly based decision, being that it 
has on already existent body of sci - 
entific and educational literature, 
more $o than most of the developed 
African languages and the mass of 
indigenous tongues spoken i?i Mozam¬ 
bique, mostly on a local or regional 
level , 

Ma thematics, reading and writing 
are the basics which are taught. At 
one of the places we stopped, FRE- 
LIMÖ fmd just begun to develop an 
orphanage * Rere there were o bout 
10 children, some. whose parents had 
been killed by the war, o kers whose 
families were atutry fighling* Unlike 
the professional insütutions that

For in many instances this tra- 
ditionalism serves to add to the 
already intense problems caused by 
Pnylriig'uese c olonization, mahing a 
further obstacle to developing a soci¬ 
ety which FRELIMO seeks - one that 
will eliminate man's oppression of 
man {and womanh 
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In a FRELIMO orphanage, the warrflest possihle utmosphere 
is created for the children, some of whose parents have heen 
killed in the war; others* families are away fightine. 



FR ELI MO places a priority on the establishment of hospitals in the liberated 
areas. The level of steritity and cleanlïness in the hospitals is remarkable, 
considering the laak of running hot and cold waterend flushing toilets .

abound in tkis country, these places 
try in eamest to create the warmest 
possible atmospkere for these Mo- 
zambican children. It is another of 
F RE LI MO* s ways of assuring the 
population Ihat tkey are concerned 
about atl of the people and children 
of Moza m bique. 


Another problem to be dealt with 
is that of Health care. Our people 
here have survived, true ettough, bid 
not without hardship. Throughmé 
all of Africa, the infant mortality 
rate is high, due to a lack of proper 
pre-Tiatal andposl-natal care, Mozam- 
bique seemed to be no exceptian, 

There voere some children who had 


been crippled by birth defects, and 
o titers showed stgns of kaving ring 
worm and possibly malnutrition and 
vitamin deficiency. Many of the 
sisters 1 breasts seemed either raw 
or infected for various reasons. And 
of course these problems are in 
addition to the constant question of 
how to deal with war-Hme injuries , 


Much of the traditional medicine 
kas not etiminated this. Many of the 
traditional medicine men don*t even 
use medicine . And althovgh some have 
become talented practitieners, using 
naturel remedies, nevertheless hèalth 
is stm a major problem * 

The first hospitals (and the only 
ones in these areas) came with the 
FR ELI MO farces, In the area we 
visited, a few Italian doctors had 
come in and irained a corps of 
FRELIMO mediaal officers who in 
turn tutored local people ïn basic 
btQ-medical practices such as admin- 
isterïng shots and the like t 

A v&ry important realization inside 
liberated Mozambique is that of living 
on the groimd, so to speek , totally 
unlike even the most underdeveloped 
of cities, ane is completety without 
such things as flushing toilets and 

running hol and cold water* Recog- 
nizing £his t it is remarkable al the 
(evel of steritity and cleanlïness main- 
tained in medïcal settings by the 
people of Mozambique, In such situ- 
ations, cleanlïness, per se, becomes 
a retative kind of thing t and the 
degree to tckich our people deal with 
this problem is admirable indeed * 

While in Mozambique, I ivas adopted 
as a son by a brother named Mpmdü * 
Be was 72 jrears o ld; yet in looking 
at kim, his strong physical clmracter 
would never have led jicm to betïeve 
that. Mpanda held some politica! po$i- 
tion in his area, yet by traditional 
standerds He was quite important, 
for m addition to kaving ihree wives, 
he was in fact the head of an extended 
family in that vil lage which included 
some 125 ^ersons, 

Mpanda was uery uware of the 
necessïty for the struggle against 
the Portuguese, and he aften talked 
of it the many times we vièited eack 
otker. He woutd, in his conversations, 
al ways emphasize the fact that the 
Portuguese were outsiders and 
to be driven out * He was proud that 
two of his smis were active in 
FRELIMO and were helping to expel 
these invaders . He understood the 
necessity of developtng schools and 
hospitals, and, in short, he repre- 
sented the kind of Mozambican people 
that are being developed by FRE¬ 
LIMO* s programs and actions. 
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"TRADITION” USED TO 
OPPRESS AFRICANS 




MPANDA f 72 years old, is very aware 
of the necessity for the stmggle against 
the Portvguese, 
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in faci t tt showed hcw the FRELIMO 
programs filter down to the most 
basic tevels* Hits was obmous in 
many uxiys, On the treil, for example, 
Hvery group of dviïians ioe encoim- 
tered uxis armed. Not every persen had 
a gun, bul FRELIMO had made sure 
that each uitloge was adeqitaiely pre- 
pared to de.fend itsetffrom Portuguese 
in vaders. 

The people reciprocated thïs total 
FRELIMO integration into the masses. 
Many of them carried loods long 
distances for the guerrülas, supplied 
them with food ond the like . With 
such total devvtion and involvement t 
it toas fiard to teil the difference 
between the civilians and the army. 
FRELIMO is in fact the people of 
Mozambique in arms. 

FRELIMO has many tocal cotn - 
mïttees - civilian and military - which 
operate on district and provincial 
levets* While there, we witnessed a 
great many meetings af a give-amt- 


take nature. Someümes the women 
would meet alone to discuss their 
own probtems, or deal with difficul- 
ties they were having with the brothers. 
Many Unies aft er dinner, there would 
be iengtky sessions dealing with basic 

concept s* At these meetings , everyone 
was free to express his opmion and 
many did. 

Ar mando Gubuza. the National 
Politieel Commissar , met conslantly 
while we were moving about. People 
came to him to get thfngs off their 
chests; they wera in fact encouraged 
to do so* There was no atmosphere 
of military dictatorskip* In fact, it 
was jusi the opposite. 

These are the many ways in whzck 
FRELIMO is werking to liberale not 
just their land, bul also the man on 
it. It is an all encompassing siruggle, 
carried on in a most remarkable way 
under the most challenging conditions - 
constant armed struggle .
